•ans are now covered by m edi­ 
care, 
which 
consists 
of 
two 
parts—a volu ntary m edical in­ 
su rance program and the gov­ 
ernm ent-financed basic hospital 
insu rance. The volu ntary' pro­ 
gram 
su pplem ents 
the 
basic 
program by helping pay doctor 
bills and a variety of other m ed­ 
ical expenses in and ou t of the 
hospital. 
Those enrolled in the su pple­ 
m entary program pay for half 
of the cost of their protection, 
and the governm ent pays the 
re st. 
The prem iu m increase Isn’t 
the only added expense aw aiting 
m edicare patients in the new 
year. 
It 
was annou nced pre ­ 
viou sly that as of Jan. 1 m edi­ 
care beneficiaries will have to 
pay the first $52 of their own bill 
for an ordinary hospital stay of 
u p to 60 days—an increase of $8 
from the cu rrent $44 dedu ctible. 
The governm ent has blam ed 
escalating m edical costs for the 
increases in costs to m edicare 
i patients, and the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration has contended the pre ­ 
miu m l» oosts shou ld have l>oen 
m ade before it took office. 
Bu t a consu m er healtl organi­ 
zation, the A m erican P atients 
Association, 
said

the prem iu m boost itself is in- 
lationnry and contradicts the 
adm inistration’s efforts to hold 
down price increases.

m inistered as a benefit prim a ri­ 
ly for physicians who wish to e s­ 
calate their personal incom es.” 
Finch, in explaining the $t 30 
per month prem iu m boost, said 
26 cents of it will go to cover an 
estim ated increase of abou t 6 
per cent in the level of physi­ 
cians’ fees. 
Cron, in a letter io Finch, 
said: 
“ While you say you ‘esti­ 
m ate’ a 6 per cent increase in 
doctor fees next year, what you 
have actu ally done is invite doc ­ 
tors to raise their ices no less 
than 6 per cent.”

“I was the 
purchasing agent for his outfit 
after he went broke in Denver 
in 1914 and teamed his Wild 
West show with the Sells-Floto 
Circus.

elements are obtained from air 
and water, others have to he

maximu m yields. 
A soil test can determine how- 
mu ch N, P and K are needed. 
These are referred to as the 
“big three,” and are seldom 
present in the soil in q u antity 
to produ ce top yields. 
There are a nu mber of so- 
called 
micro-nu trients, 
those 
needed in small amou nts, which 
are generally considered to be 
available in q u antities in most 
soils for profitable yields. If 
there is dou bt alxju t these, then 
soil tests are available from 
The Ohio State University Soil 
Test Lab for manganese, boron 
and zinc, as well as for calciu m 
and magnesiu m.

The quality of the poinsettia 
crop this year in Ohio is ex­ 
cellent, and you can purchase 
plants for use in the home 
without fear, advise Dr D. C. 
Kiplinger and Dr. Harry K.

ticulture, respectively, at The 
Ohio State University 
Recent 
newspaper 
reports 
s t a t i n g 
emphatically 
that 
p o i n e t t i a s are extremely 
poisonous have been blown all 
out of proportion, 
they say. 
Kiplinger and Tayama went on 
to say that the articles would 
have you believe the juices 
from the leaves or stems of 
poinsettias when in contact with 
your fingers ‘or skin 
cause 
d e r m a t i t i s , consisting of 
blistering and inflammation of 
the skin. This is incorrect, they 
say. 
Poinsettias are propagated by 
cuttings. Every year more than 
30 million poinsettia cuttings 
are made in the United States 
and thousands of people are 
involved in the operation. These 
workers get juice from the 
poinsettia plant all over their 
hands and arms. In no instance 
bas any one of these people 
ever reported suffering from the 
above-mentioned 
e f f e c t s . 
Furthermore, throughout the 40 
years of floricultural research 
work concerned with poinsettias 
at The Ohio State University 
and 
the Ohio 
Agricultural 
Research 
and 
Development 
Center at Wooster, researchers 
and students involved in the 
propagation, of poinsettias have 
not had one case of dermatitis 
consisting of 
blistering 
or 
irritation to the skin in any 
form, emphasize Kiplinger and 
Tayama. 
Ingestion of poinsettia leaves 
have been said to cause intense 
vomiting, 
delirium, 
diarrhea, 
•welling about the eyes and 
mouth, burning in the mouth 
and throat, abdominal pains, 
fainting spells and even death. 
There are three books con­ 
cerned with poisonous plants 
available on the market. Each 
of these lists the poinsettia as 
poisonous. These listings are 
based on one case in Hawaii 
where a little boy was said to 
have died from eating a poin­ 
settia 
leaf. 
This 
case 
was 
reported in 1919 — 50 years ago, 
and to this day no one has any 
knowledge of other reported 
cases. 
A University of Minnesota 
professor of horticulture fed 
rats and cats poinsettia leaves. 
These animals had no ill effects. 
In 
fact, 
they 
got 
fat 
and 
r e m a i n e d 
healthy. 
This 
professor 
ate 
some 
leaves 
bimelf without any ill effects. 
T h e 
Poison 
Information 
Center in Hawaii, in operation 
for 30 years, has never had a 
single case of illness or death 
due to ingestion of poinsettia. 
The same is true with the 
Florida State Board of Health. 
If poinsettias were as danger­ 
ous as these newspaper reports 
say they are, wouldn’t we have 
at least one case where some­ 
one had died during the Christ­ 
mas season when millions of 
plants are brought into homes7 
Certainly we would, say Kiplin­ 
ger and Tayama. In Florida, 
California and Hawaii, poinset­ 
tias arc 
used as landscape 
plants. A tremendous number al 
plants grow in the landscape a- 
round homes. Doesn’t it stand to 
reason that we would have nu­ 
merous reports of illnesses and 
deaths in view of the fact that

Q — Is it difficult to find 
out tile costs of credit? 
A — It has been, but it should 
be much easier now. The main 
purpose of the Truth-in-Lending 
or full disclosure legislation was 
to make it easier to know costs 
and to compare the costs at 
various 
sources. 
Now 
all 
charges must be stated in an­ 
nual rates. It is 12, 18, 20 or 
whatever per cent per year. 
Until July I, we had costs 
quoted in dollars per hundred 
added on or discounted monthly 
rates, annual rates and various 
variations. Nine dollars 
p e r 
hundred per year, 18 per cent 
per year and I 1 2 per cent per 
month might cost about the 
same on a particular loan but 
it was difficult for some people 
t o 
know 
that 
without 
calculations. One of the reasons 
for the confusion was the feeling 
of need to try' to make credit 
sound cheap and easy to use. 
One of the installment plans 
that is of use to many young 
people is that used for mobile 
homes. The interest is added 
on for the total re-payment 
period and paid as any other 
installment plan but for longer 
than the three or four years 
maximum for a car. The rate 
now is about 13 per cent, which 
seems and is high for housing. 
However, it means there is loan 
m o n e y 
available 
with 
a 
relatively low- down-payment — 
when the same family may not 
be able to get a conventional 
loan for a permanent house in 
today’s credit market. 
Also, 
another consideration is that the 
equipment and furnishings are 
in the mobile home at this same 
rate. Many places, the annual 
rate would be 18 to 24 per cent 
on equipment and furnishings 
bought to put into a house. 
Q — How do the budget or 
revolving charge accounts differ 
from 
installment 
loans or 
purchases? 
A — They are similar but 
quite different too — the rates 
are 18 to 24 per cent per year 
but the balance to which the 
charge is applied varies as 
payments are made and new 
items added to the charges. It 
is calculated each month. 
The payments some places 
must be a minimum 
amount 
according to a 
schedule — 
unless 
one 
pays 
the 
final 
balance. 
The 
size 
of 
the 
payment is determined by the 
size of the outstanding account. 
The 
relatively 
new 
bank 
credit 
cards 
accounts 
are 
similar. There is no cost if the 
balance at billing time is paid 
In a specified time. If it goes 


beyond that date, the effective 
rate of charge — 18 per cent 
per year in most cases — la 
applied. 
Q — What is the differece 
in charges and interest in the 
use of credit? Does Truth-in- 
Lending change this? 
A — Charges include all costs 
except the money borrowed that 
are involved in a credit tran­ 
saction. It includes any interest. 
It also includes any insurance, 
service fee or other such costs 
Legal fees, transfer of titles 
etc., arc not included. Truth-in- 
Lcnding changes nothing except 
that the annual rate must be 
stated in all advertising, billing 
and other publicity. 
Q — It is easy to understand 
why people tend to accept what 
is offered where they can get 
it without much question. Are 
there times when it isn’t worth 
the effort to investigate costs 
of credit? 
A — I am sure there are 


If the amount of total money 
involved is small, the cost in 
time and effort may out-weigh 
the cost of credit, lf your credit 
rating is poor it almost goes 
without saying that the charges 
will be at a high rate. However, 
if the sum is larger or if credit 
is used frequently on the 
in­ 
stallment or budget account 
basis, a comparison of 
rates 
available could save dollars that 
could be used for something 
else the family needs.

Elements 
Essential For 
Plant Growth

there 
are sixteen 
elements known to be essential 
for plant growth. It is im­ 
possible to say that one is more 
important than another, because 
plant growth would be greatly 
reduced or stopped if any of 
them are missing. 
Plants require relatively large 
amounts 
of 
some 
elements, 
while very small amounts of 
others 
are 
required. 
Some 
elements are obtained from air 
and water, others have to he 
supplied 
through 
commercial 
fertilizer and still others are 
available 
in 
most soils for 
maximum yields. 
A soil test can determine how 
much N, P and K are needed. 
These are referred to as the 
“big three,’’ and are seldom 
present In the soil in quantity 
to produce top yields. 
There are a number of* so­ 
called 
micro-nutrients, 
those 
needed in small amounts, which 
are generally considered to be 
available in quantities in most 
soils for profitable yields, lf 
there is doubt about these, then 
soil tests are available from 
The Ohio State University Soil 
Test Lab for manganese, boron 
and zinc, as well as for calcium 
and magnesium, lf there is still 
doubt about some of the other 
elements, then a plant analysis 
sample can he taken during the 
growing season to determine the 
level of fourteen elements in the 
plant itself. 
At this time there is no in­ 
dication of widespread micro­ 
nutrient deficiency in Pickaway 
County, however, with yield 
levels increasing each year, 
more attention will need to be 
given to elements other than the 
“big three.” 
T o o l s 
are 
available 
to 
determine if and when farmers 
will need to start applying 
micro-nutrients. However, just 
because there is no general 
shortage cf micro-nutrients is 
no assurance that all levels are 
adequate on all fields. Farmers 
should 
be 
checking 
micro­ 
nutrients occasionally through 
soil and plant samples to be 
sure. By the time you can see 
a deficiency, then it has already 
begun to cost you money. Let’s 
find them before they become 
apparent to the eye

vestigation of unidentified flying ob­ 
jects, the Air Force says it “no longer 
can be justified either on the ground 
of national security or in the interest 
of science.” 
The decision by Air Force Secretary 
Robert C. Seamens Jr. follows the 
recommendation of researchers from 
the University of Colorado, who made 
a two-year, $540,000 study of UFO 
repotts at the request of the Air Force. 
Of the 12,618 reports studied by the 
investigators, not one was found to be 
a threat to national security. Although 
701 
reported 
sightings still 
remain 
unaccounted for, the study concluded 
there was no evidence any were from 
another world. 


The decision of the Air Force to close 
down its UFO investigations will not 
be popular with some who have become 
fascinated by the phenomena and are 
convinced there is more 
to at least 
some of the reports than meets the 
eye. 
There 
is. 
for 
example, 
the 
possibility that the Air Force may be 
responsible for at least some of the 
objet ts, but isn't admitting it. 
One private investigator of UFO 
sightings, while lamenting curtailment 
ot Air Force investigations, has asked 
that the files accumulated by the 
various studies not be destroyed, but 
made available to others interested in 
pursuing, on their own, furtherstudies. 
That is not too much to ask. 


The Public Payroll 


Taxpayers should have no trouble 
with this one. Which payroll has grown 
faster in the last two decades, the 
private or the public? Which employe 
receives 
more, 
the 
private or the 
public? 
Right both times: The public one. 
This is the finding of the Tax Foun­ 
dation in a study of federal, state and 
* lo<-al governmental employment from 
1C50 to 1968. 
Between these years the number of 
full-time civilian employes on the public 
payroll grew more than 2Vi times as 
much as the number in private jobs. 
The public count rose from 5.7 million 
to IO." million and the private, from 
41.6 million to 55.6 million. 


The pay . envelopes 
fattened 
still 
faster. The total paid public employes 
jumped .*148 percent in the 18 years, 
while private pay rose 197 percent. But 
should anyone suppose that this was 
simply a matter of public employes’ 
starting out behind, the foundation 
notes that they not only led all along 
but widened the gap steadily. 
The average annual earnings of full­ 
time public employes was $3,033 in 1950, 
a lead of 1.5 percent over the $2,988 
for private workers. In 1968 public 
workers were ahead by $7,265 to $6,634, 
ot 9.P percent. 
There’s one more question. What was 
that about public salaries still needing 
to “catch up” with private ones?

Shakespeare says a USIA doc­ 
umentary on the first anniversa­

Shakespeare's enthusiasm for 
television 
shouldn't 
surprise 
anyone: he was a form er Co­ 
lumbia 
Broadcasting 
System 
executive and he ran President 
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Nixon’s television campaign in 
the 1968 election year. Nixon 
named the 43-year-oid Shake­ 
speare to head the USIA earlier 
this year. 
He says that breaking through 
the barrier of state-owned or 
controlled 
television 
stations 
abroad is a "tough proposition,” 
but it can be done. 
USIA libraries abroad should 
portray a "balanced picture, he 
says. 
"My judgment is that there 
has been a tendency to carry 
the journals ot liberal political 
opinion to a greater extent than 
to carry the journals of conserv­ 
ative political opinion and I in­ 
sist that if you carry them you 
must strive for a reasonable 
balance,” he says. 
The director says he has in­ 
troduced a new system of allow­ 
ing local USIA official to select 
fiction to be carried because 
"we are concerned about very 
disturbing words such as black­ 


listing.” USIA was charged re­ 
cently with having prevented 
the supply of so-called progres­ 
sive fiction to its libraries.

States now has "more respect” 
in foreign nations because of 
Nixon's foreign trips, adminis­ 
tration handling of the Okinawa 
issue, the President’s speeches 
on Asian and Latin American 
policy and the U.S. moon land­ 
ings.

Kenyon's Rmka

GAMBIER, Ohio (AP)—John 
Rinks, Kenyon College’s 5-foot- 
9 bundle of basketball-shooting 
radar, should major in psycho­ 
logy rather than English. 
The little senior guard la 
taking big steps toward a aec- 
ond straight national sm all col­ 
lege scoring title.

He scored a 
personal high of 69 points ear 
lier this season against Woos­ 
ter. 
Bob Brannum. Rinka’s coach, 
who played with the Boston 
Celtics, notices one big prob 
lem with his little super star 
“ Our young kids stand around 
and watch him instead of do­ 
ing their jobs during a gam e,” 
Brannum said, “like when 
first played with Bob Coursy 
with the Celtics. 
“Cousy was a better passer 
and fancier than John,” Bran 
num w'ent on, “ but this kid can 
shoot with anybody.” 
The swift Rinka shoots well 
with either hand, can fire deft­ 
ly from 25 feet, drives and 
hooks. He has all the shots,” 
Brannum said watching prac­ 
tice. 
“ Ix)ok, 
that one would 
have been a three-pointer in 
the ABA.”
